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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the amendment filed on 10/03/2005. This amendment canceling all 
claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected 
invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the 
elected invention because in an earlier Office Action dated 9/30/2003, a restriction was made and 
Applicants were required to elect 1 of 4 groups . 

(The groups were: 

Group 1. Claims 1-1 0, drawn to distributing paper sheets with preprinted ads 
thereon then registering on the Web to confirm use of such papers and receive 
credits therefor classified in class 705, subclass 14. 

Group II. Claims 11-14, drawn to downloading the ads as well as the content onto 
printable papers, classified at least in class 283, subclass 56. 
Group in. Claims ( claims 20-22, 24-29), drawn to downloading prescribed content 
from the web from authorization indicia obtained from opening sheet packages, 
classified in class 283, subclass 72. 

Group IV: Claims 30-37 drawn to a method for connecting printing hardware systems, 
and programming for downloading the ads as well as the content onto printable 
papers, at least classifiable in class 709, subclass 200). 

In a response filed on 1 1/03/2003, Applicants elected to prosecute Group II. Prosecution 
proceeded on that basis to date. However, the present new claims cancel all claims drawn to the 
elected invention (Group II) and present only claims drawn to a non-elected invention (Group I) 
. Independent claims 74, 81, 89, and 98, and their dependents, claiming a user having a partially 
complete offline message ( and also a specially formatted print medium in some claims, see e.g. 
claims 98, 77, 93, 102) read on Group I , a non-elected group. 

MPEP 819 does not allow an Applicant to shift inventions as a matter of right when filing 
anRCE. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply,
